TORONTO'S CIVIC PI Le BULGES. 


Palatial Gity Hall Shows Gables Out | 


of Plumb, 
Toronto, January 18—Is Toronto’s 
$2,500,000 city hall a house of cards? 
This palatial structure has been 


opened to the public a little over ten 
years. 
build it and now it is found that two 
of the wails are out of plumb and 
more than a dozen carpenters have 
been at work for days staying them 
tu the heavy cross supports within, 

The fact that this great building, 
which has already occasioned much 
strife among the city fathers, is in 
danger of partial collapse, is not be- 
ing advertised by the uuthorities, but 
it was learned yAsterday that the 
great gables over both side entrances 
were being stayed and that because 
they were said to bulge four inches 
out of plumb toward the outside, 

That section over the West door has 
already been stayed and braced, and 
a dozen or more workmen are now 
bracing the triangle on the top floor 
over the eastern doorway, and the 
room which has been used as a store- 
room by the police is being emptied 
of that which has been deposited there 
and it is being taken to a more stable 
part of the great stone pile. 

Great beams are being made fast in 
ythe masonry of the wall and run back 
to the heavy timbers which brace the 
roof of the structure and bolted firm- 
ly into these. It is not thought that 
any immediate danger attaches to the 
condition, which, nevertheless, was 
thought serious enough to have a 
deal of work done, and done quickly.

Law making will proceed immedi- 
ately on many weighty matters, such 
as a new tariff law raising the cus 
toms duties, new stamp law requiring 
revenue stamps on nearly all docu 
ments and the building of a warship 
to cost $3,500,000. Legislation for 
the regulation of strikes and for com- 
pulsory arbitration probably will be 
considered. Many of these proposals, 
it is stated, will receive hard usage at 
the hands of the Liberals, .

Ottawa, Jan. 18—-The Ottawa hockey 
team defeated Edmonton tonight by the 
score of 8 to 4 in a close and hard fought 
game, played on soft ice. 

With this score as a criterion, it ‘s 
safe to say that Edmonten will not take 
the Stanley Cup west this year. While 
the honeymooners played hard, and in 
the first twenty minutes outplayed Ot- 
tawa, the local team did not find itself 
on the soft ice until the first period was 
half gone. Their speed was useless for 
a titne, until they recovered their ea 
legs, but when they did, they had a 
shade of advantage over the westerners, 
and from their showing, wili defeat 
them again on Thursday night, when 
second game of the cup series takes 
place, by ea good margin, . 

The Edmonton players are fast, but 
Cttawas are also speed merchants, and 
on hard ice will win again, unless all 
sijns fail. Nevertheless, the Edmonton 
playcrs made a splendid impression, and 
the crowd, which numbered four thous- 
and, was wildly enthused over the close- 
ness and the class of play. Under better | 
conditions the teams would have put ap; 
a struggle worthy of the best traditions 
of the Stanley Cup. Soft weather is very 
unusual in Ottawa during the hockey 
seascn, but yesterday w soft rain fell 
and the temperature was considerably 
above freezing peint!. The ice lasted 
well for about ten minutes of the game, 
but within a few minW¥es was covered 
with slush and the players continually 
overskated the puck. The Edmontons 
nursed the puck along better than Ot- 
tawas and appeared better accustomed 
to soft ice. In the first twenty minutes 
Ottawas endeavored to play a game 
which has made them famous, brilliant 
and sensational, but soon abandoned it 
for 1 close game. After that the Ottawas 
shooting ability and scoring combination 
placed them safely in the lead on 
Edmontons, who stood no show of win- 
ning. Even on soft ice, several of the 
Western players made a great impres- 
sion here. Whitcroft showed remark- 
able form and Deeton and Boulton also}

Ottawas worked ¢s 
always, in a single determination to 
score, and in their play there is neither 
defence nor offence. It is scoring first 
and last. 

Many Edmonton backers were in the 
rink, and in the first half their joy 
knew no bounds.
